REGINA. — Saskatchewan’s sheep 
jnumbers apparently have reached 
|thé bottom and are now on the way 
|up, according to C. E.- Beveridge, 
| provincial livestock commissioner. 
High prices paid for breeding stock 
|this winter followed a brisk demand 
|for purebred rams last fall under the 
|agriculture department's purebred 
jram purchase policy. 
| Under this podicy, the livestock 
branch in 1950 accepted orders from 
| sheep owners at a flat rate of $40 
for three star shearlings and $30 for 
two star yearlings and three star ram 
jlambs. Aim of the policy was to 
jimprove carcass and fleece quality of 
| Saskatchewan flocks. 
Eighty-one rams were placed in 
|1950 and “we could have sold over 
/100 if we could have found them,” 
Mr, Beveridge said. In 1949, 72 
rams were placed. The 1950 rams 
|purchased cost the department an 
average of $60.80 including freight 
and handling, compared with $50.46 
in 1949, Because of increase costs, 
|prices charged purchasers under the 
policy may be higher in 1951.

A never-ending river of black gold. 
leaves Venezuela the rare distinction | 
of being a nation that is debt free. | 

The river of black gold is oil; most | 
of which is both produced and bought | 
by American interests to help lubri- | 
cate this nation’s expanding prepar- | 
edness program, { 

Venezuela’s liquid wealth, discov- | 
ered just 80 years ago, has hardly 
been touched, Yet, the Caracas gov-| 
ernment already is. realizing about 
30 per cent. of its income from direct | 
taxes on petroleum, and another 30 
per cent. from indirect taxes on the 
oil industry, | 

As a result of those levies, Vene- 
zuela, in 1949, completed the vet

Venezuela, an American firm tapped 
its first big gusher. From the time 
that field went into commercial pro- 
duction, up to the end of 1949, it 
has produced about 340,000,000 bar- 
rels of oil. 

Three years later, the same outfit 
discovered the LaRosa field, also in 
Lake Maracaibo. In 1922, when one 
of the wells flowed wild at the re- 
ported rate of 10,000 barrels a day, 
the entire oil world made a bid for 
Venezuelan deposits. 

Today, there are 13 oil companies 
operating in that South American 
country and 53 oil fields are under 
development in the northern half of 
the land. It is estimated that since 
1917, four and one-half billion bar- 
rels of oil have been pumped out of 
the earth, ‘ 

Despite that large output, oil ex- 
perts say that there are still nine 
billion barrels of btack gold under 
the 352,000 square miles of Vene- 
zuela, 

Though American companies out- 
produce others, both British and 
Dutch interests also produce oil in 
Venezuela, 

The Venezuelan government con- 
trols the industry through laws which 
give the nation sole ownership of the 
sub-soil, The law on -sub-soil owner- 
ships varies in different parts of 
Canada, 

To drill for oil, Venezuelan laws 
prescribe contract rights, and to ob- 
tain these contracts or concessions, 
the oil companies pay royalties. 

The oil boom has provided jobs for 
more than 50,000 natives and many 
Venezuelans now hold top positions 
in the industry, At the same time, 
from royalties and taxes, as well as 
through the expansion program of 
the oil companies themselves, Vene- 
zuela is becoming a modern nation. 

Most of the country’s imports 
come from the United States. In 
1949, the country bought 74 per cent, 
or $514,000,000 of its imports from

When the puck-carrier meets a 
checker, and decides not to pass, he 
immediately has to come up with| 
some fast answers to some important 
questions, He has to know, for in- 
stance, the defensive weak spots of 
the checker; whether he plays the 
body or the puck; whether he 
charges or backs up; if he is faster 
or slower; whether his hook check 
or his poke check is more effective. 

The puck carrier must decide all| 
these things in a split second, look 
over the situation and decide what 
the answer is. The ability to come 
up with the right answer at the right 
time and put it into effect makes or 
breaks the hockey player. 

This week, I plan to outline some 
of the “answers'’—the tactics which} 
should be used against various types 
of checkers. In tHe next column, I 
will analyze some of the tricks and| 
skills N.H.L. stars like Syl Apps, 
Maurice Richard, Cal Gardner and| 
others use to get that puck down the| 
ice. , 

In any case, here are a few general 
rules: 

1. When faced with a slower op- 
ponent, use skating tricks, These in-| 
clude a change of pace, change of 
direction, shifts, and so on. Use your} 
edge in speed to outskate him. If! 
you are exceptionally fast, keep in 
the open as much as possible. 

Faster opponents, of course, are} 
tougher to beat. Make a fast man! 
come to you, then try stickhandling | 


tricks or body deception. If the 
checker is exceptionally aggressive, 
invite action and then try to turn 


his aggressiveness against him with | 
shif{s and agility tricks. | 

2.°Open things up when the check- | 
er plays your body instead of the | 
puck. Use changes of direction and 
pace to spoil his timing. When a man | 
plays your body and lets the puck 
take care of itself, stickhandling 
tricks won't be very useful, so devel- 
op fakes, a pivot and a zig-zag, stops| 


and starts, and outskate him. Don't | 
get in too close. 
3. Stickhandling is more effective

4. Learn on which side your check- 
er is strongest. Chances are if he 
has a good poke or hook check on

5. If a defenseman backs up in 
front of you, slow down and let him 
back up. If he is close to the goal, 
try to back him in as far as you can 
and fire a screen shot. Otherwise, 
try to force your man to make his 
play first, then break fast. 

6. If the checker goes with you, 
throw him off with changes of pace 
and stops and starts. If you have 
a speed edge, slow down, then break 
fast and keep going. 

7. Use your body when the checker 


;comes at you from the side. Keep it 


between him and the puck, and carry 
your stick wide in the hand farthest 
from him, 

8. Play the weak checker. 
are coming in on the defense, it’s 
common sense to head for the man 
you know you have the best chance 
of beating. 

9. If your tricks aren’t working, 
try to figure out why. Develop an 
analytical attitude. Are you getting 
in a groove and doing the same 
thing every time? Are you moving 
too soon? Too late? 

10. If the other team sticks al 
shadow on you, a checker who's al- 
ways on your tail, use changes of 
pace and keep him unsettled. It helps 
to have an edge in condition, because | 
then you can outwork him. However, | 
if he’s in better shape, don’t waste | 
breath trying to skate away from| 
him, Waif for the opportunities and} 
then try to get away with sudden} 
bursts, Experiment until you find | 
how you can shake your shadow, If | 
you are heavier, you can often use| 
your weight to advantage. 

11. These hints won’t be of much} 
help unless you know when to use| 
When you are on the bench, | 
learn to analyze the opposing play-| 
ers, Watch how they play, how they 
skate, what their favourite checking 
tactics are, Hockey takes brains, 
too, and by using yours you will be | 
able to avoid the all too common} 
habits of skating to your checker’s 
strong side, or trying to outskate a 
man who is faster.

Notes 


Hardier, Earlier And Better 


To anyone who hasn't looked at 
a seed catalogue for several years 
there will be a lot of things there 
today that are completely new, There 
are tenderer and larger beans, sweet+ 
er corn, new and much better vari- 
eties in almost every line, As well, 
there has been steady improvement, 
particularly in hardiness. 

It is not so many years since corn 
was practically unknown in Prairie 
gardens. In fact it was only intro- 
duced into Southern Ontario about 
the beginning of the century, Today 
one can grow garden corn success- 
fully away north. The reason? 
Earlier maturing varieties, 

And what has been done in corn 
has also been done in melons, cucum- 
bers, beans, peas, tomatoes and all 
sorts of other things. By getting 
varieties that mature faster, the 
plant breeder has overcome our Can-« 
adian handicap of late and early 
frosts. In the modern seed catalogue 
there is usually listed the number of 
days it takes to grow individual va- 
rieties, This is vital information for 
the gardener who lives outside those 
very limited areas where the first of 
May means that danger from frosts 
is practically over. 


For Better Soil 


Even the most unpromising soil 
has garden possibilities, Look at 
what some city gardeners have done 
with the assorted blue clay, mortar 
and broken bricks builders have used 
for grading up the backyard, Almost 
anything will break down in time 
and what won't can be hauled away 
or used for drainage. With very 
heavy soil, lying fairly level, some 
drainage is needed. With large plots 
this can bé done by installing tile 
drains although an open ditch will 
be a lot cheaper and may do well 
enough. Also it is a good plan where 
the plot is small to add sand or 
ashes. - 

After this, treatment for very 
heavy or very light soil is about the 
same. The main thing is to get in 
plenty of humus and cultivate. Hum-
